Has Brought Greater Stability And 
Security For The Farmers — 


Introduction of the sugar beet 
industry to southern Alberta has 
| brought greater stability and security 
| to farmers in the irrigation area3 and 
the factory at Raymond, Alberta, is 
now a steady source of revenue for 
the grower. 

Outlining the ati of the in- 
dustry, D. W. Buchanan, student of 
western affairs, points to its suc- 
cess in a paper prepared for the 
Institute of Pacific Relations con- 
ference. Effective control has made 
development of sugar beet growing a 
great aid to mined farmers of the 
area,. he finds. 

For the past two years the total 
sugar tonnage secured has run over 
100,000 tons. The factory was in- 
creased to a capacity of 1,250 tons 
daily and in 1932 the factory worked 
120 days to ‘handle 150,000 tons of 
beets, though only planning to oper- 
ate 100 days during and immediately 
after the cutting season. 

Dealing with payments to farmers 
for the sugar beets, Mr. Buchanan 
points out the basic price varied with 
Ja bonus being paid to growers of the 
sale of the sugar warranted... The 
basic price has been around $5 and 
$5.50.
